The State Assembly Judiciary 
Committee wili hold a special 
session Monday, April 17, 7:30 
p.m. to hear a number of 
women’s rights bills. The first 
agenda item will be 
Assemblyman Karabian’s AJR 
17 which would ratify the 
proposed 27th Amendment to 
the federal constitution--the 
Equal Rights Amendment. IF 
Karabian’s federal ratification 
bill is passed by the Judiciary 
Committee it will return to the 
Assembly Rules, and then to the 
Assembly floor 

If passed by the full Assembly 
the bill will proceed to the 
Senate Rules Committee, the 
same committee which last week 
defeated a similar bill (SJR 20), 
authored by Senator Mervyn 
Dy mally 

Major cpposition to the bill 
has been led by State Senator 
James Mills, President Pro Tem 
of the Senate and Chairman of 
the Rules Committee. Mills 
announced yesterday that senate 
rules would be willing to 
reconsider Dymally’s bill when 
ever the Senator requested a new 
hearing, but that he personally 
could not “‘vote for a bill tha 
would send my two. small 
daughters off to war.” 

As one feminist pointed out, 
the amendment, as she 
understands it, does not madate 
drafing small children of any 
SEX. 

Mills also stated concern for 





protective labor legislation for 
women, and the possible loss of 
alimony or child care payments 
for women. 

However, the National 
Organization of Women has 
pointed out that court decisions 
and the Civil Rights Act of 1964 
have already cut down most of 
the protective labor laws. Also, a 
more likely consequence of ,the 
amendment would be to extend 
the remaining protective laws to 
male employees, rather than 
eliminating them for women 
employees 

As for the question of 
alimony, a very small percentage 
of dissolution cases award 
alimony. The number is steadily 
decreasing and generally only 
benefits upper- middle income 
women. Further, if the Equal 
Rights Amendment is properly 
enforced, women’s work will be 
recognized as genuine work, 
with all the accompanying 
protection of paid labor-- social 
security benefits, disability 
payments, unemployment 
compensation, etc.—-which would 
benefit more women for longer 
periods than alimony has in the 
past. 

Mill’s statement implying that 
the new amendment would 
endanger child care benefits 
reveals an assumption that child 
care payments are a gracious 
favor to the child’s mother 
rather than a _ proper and 
equitable contribution from the 
father The Equal Rights 
Amendinent would not weaken 
the father’s responsibility to his 
children, but strengthen it 

A number of other bills will 
be heard if time allows. They

By MARY JO HINTON 
Disappearance of campaign 
posters during the student 
elections is a frequent occurence 
on college campuses.

Last Wednesday, some of Bill 
Schneider and Bob Derby's 
campaign posters were 
mysteriously confiscated. What 
possible reason would anyone 
have for taking them?

Therefore, they were removed 

Women’s Caucus emphatically 
denied any official connection 
with the incident.

ASSSC Attorney General, Joe 
Puccio said the posters were 
removed illegally He cited 
Statute 255, section !, pert 5 of 
the Student’s Statutes relating to

support. As Puccio sees it, the 
persons involved with stealing 
the campaign posters and 
hindering Schneider and Derby’s 
right to campaign shoud be 
prosecuted to the full extent of 
the law 

Puccio ways that if anyone 
believes they are being 
discriminated against they 
should come to him and he will 
investigate and do everything he 
legally can to help. However 
“The judicial! system should be 
used and any action to be taken 
should be legal. Just 
persons feel they have been 
does not give them 
cause to infringe on the rights of 
others,” stated Puccio 

Schneider and Derby said 
they would, not file charges if 
they win the election. Their 
reasoning is that they would be 
in a position where they would

However, if they lose, they 
feel they could pursue the issue 
Feeling that they were wronged 
they will at least file charges 
against two women 

Are the posters discriminating 
against women? Schneider and 
Derby say that question is open 
for discussion. 

Bob Derby's sister, Carol, 
created the posters and would 
like them returned. To leave the 
doors open for communication, 
Schneider and Derby do not 
plan to file a complaint with the 
ASSSC Attorney General

Governor Peabody 


Democratic candidate 


for Vice-President

On Wednesday, April 5, 1972 


former Governor Endicott 
Peabody brought his campaign 
for Vice-President to 


Sacramento and announced that 
he was in the Vice-President’s 
race to Stay right through the 
Democratic National Convention 
in Miami Beach on July 9, 1972 

The former Governor was the 
first candidate in modern history 
to run for the office’ of 
Vice-President when he entered 
his name in the 
first-in-the-nation New 
Hampshire Primary in January 
of this year. In that primary he 
received over 85% of the votes 
cast for Vice-President 

“When I started my campaign 
people were asking me, ‘Why are 
you running for Vice-President?’ 
Now, they are clapping me on 
the back and saying. ‘I always 
thought someone should run for 
the office and I am glad you're 
doing it,”’” he stated 

“While the concept that the 
Vice-President should he 


nominated in an open 
convention is relatively new, it’s 
an idea whose time has come 
The very thought of i 
Vice-President becoming 


President in this nuclear age in 
which we live, without some 
mandate from the people and 
some control over him by the 
people. is frightening. The fact 
that we have been lucky before 
gives us no justification § for 
playing Russian roulette with 
the lives of our peopl ind the 
future of our country 

‘In addition to the mandate 
which [| received in the New 
Hampshire Democratic Primary 
on Marc! ] 1 received a 
resounding endorsement for my 
efforts trom the Arizona Stat 
Convention on February | 2, and 
from the South Carolina State 
Convention on March 29. Thus 
three corners of the nation have 
spoken out loud and clear. | 
know the rest of the nation feels 
the same way,” the former 
Governor stated 


Peabody will tour the nation 
and attend both the State 
delegate selecting conventions 
and (in the primary states) the 
Delegate caucuses 

The former Governor stated 
that he is not just running to 
“make points” for his espoused 
concept but is running “100%” 
for the Vice Presidenttal 
nomination. Peabody is looking 
for competition and is quite 
willing ti face the issues. He 
hopes his campaign will spur 
others to run for the office and 
possibly the candidates may 
come for those who have 
dropped out of the Presidential 
race 


When asked who he would 
like to run with on the ballot 
Peabody responded, “a 
Democrat.” The candidate does 
not wish to tell delegates which 
Presidential! candidates he 
prefers because it would be a 
form of “telling the delegates 
whom they should choose or not 
choose.” 

Peabody believes that with so 
many people in the Democratic 
party supporting reform toward 
an open convention this year it 
iS quite possible we might 
experience the same situation 
that existed in 1956. That was 
the year in which the delegates 
at the Democratic convention 
selected their Vice Presidential 
nominee 

Peabody stated, “I sincerely 
believe that the Democrati 
Convention is going to insist on 
the right of nominating the 
nation’s second highest official 
in a free and open convent) It 
is high time we overturned the 
deplorable tradition which has 
grown up in our National 
Conventions of permitting th 
presidential nominee ‘Jo 
hand-pick his potential 
successor. That is a far cry from 
the intent of the Founding 
Fathers and a surrender of our 
liberties, dearly won almost 200 
years ago.”

Caveat Emptor on Campus 


With college costs running as high as 
$4000 or $5000 a year, students and 
their parents can do without needless 
expenses.

As we 
have said in “The Consumers Union 
Report on Life Insurance,” the need for 
insurance arises mainly with the birth of 
children. The life of the father or mother, 
or both, may have to be insured if they 
are the breadwinners on whom the 
children will be dependent until they 
grow up. Unless a college student has 
children, as a rule he should not buy life 
insurance 

Many insurance companies don’t agree 
with that rule and certainly don't abide 
by it. The life-insurance agent has become 
a familiar figure on campuses and at other 
learning institutions Charles WwW 
Alexander, an agent of Cotton States Life 
of Memphis, writes in the trade journal 
Life Insurance Selling: “The college 
insurance market is highly competitive 
Most college students are contacted four 
to six times a year by insurance agents.” 
One of CU's medical consultants, the 
head of a hospital training program for 
interns and resident physicians, has 
observed that his students are approached 
by insurance men five or six times per 
week. An industry survey of more than 
300 life insurance companies turned up 
20 per cent with sales programs aimed at 
college students and young professionals 
who are not yet earning enough to pay 
the premiums 

BUY NOW, PAY LATER 

Insurance men approach the 
premium-paying problems by offering to 
finance the first annual premium, and 
frequently the second, with a loan to be 
paid off perhaps five years later. The 
interest is payable over that period at an 
annua! percentage rate of 6 to 8 per cent 
or more. In many pians the policyholder 
pays interest on the interest too 

The five-year promissory note with a 
$20,000 College Master insurance policy 
sold by Fidelity Union Life of Dallas in 
1970 to a 21-year-old student had an 
annual interest rate of 8.5 per cent. The 
compounded finance charge on the 
premium loan of $151 came to $76.07. A 
finance company owned by Fidelity 
Union makes the loans, and sells the notes 
to the First National Bank of Dallas. 
According to the authoritative “Best's 
Insurance Reports,”’ Fidelity Union Life 
“has extensively developed the college 
senior and graduate market through its 
specialized college division and more than 
one-half of its insurance in force is in this 
market.” 

Other big sellers, such as National Life 
and Accident of Nashville, Jefferson 
Standard of North Carolina, Shenandoah 
Life of Virginia, American United Life of 
Indianapolis, Indianapolis Life, Lincoln 
National of Fort Wayne and State Life of 
Indiana (Indiana seems to be a center of 
the college insurance business), supply 
their agents with a note made out to a 
bank in the home-office city. 
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Such 4 note, signed by a 
college-student policyholder, is one of the 
safest loans imaginable, from | the 
creditor's standpoint. First of all, 
payment is almost always guaranteed 
because of an arrangement called a dealer 
reserve. For every financed insurance 
policy an agent sells, a certain percentage 
of his sales commission is withheld by the 
insurance company and turned over the 
the bank or finance company. (The 
commission on the first annual premium 
of a life-insurance policy of the kind sold 
to college students is a handsome 50 to 
75 per cent.) The agent eventually gets 
his commission money from the lender 
unless the student defaults on the loan. In 
that case, either the agent or the 
insurance company will sue the student 

In addition to signing a promissory 
note, the student policyholder must sign 
a policy-assignment form. If he dies, the 
insurance company is made the first 
beneficiary so that it can collect the 
unpaid premium and interest 

The insurance company has. still 
another way of assuring itself repayment 
of that first year’s premium and the 
compound interest on it. Built into the 
typical college student's policy ‘ts a 
separate Savings account, into which 
deposits are paid automatically. The 
money comes, of course as an add-on to 
the premiums paid by the student after 
the first year. After five years, or 
whatever the term of the loan, the 
balance in the savings account will equal 
the amount owed. At that juncture the 
insurer takes possession of the savings 
account. Insurance men recognize the 
arrangement as a miniature endowment 
plan with the insurer as the named 
beneficiary. For the student, however, it 
works more like an installment loan 
Though the promissory note makes it 
appear that he is getting the ful! use of 
the borrowed money for a full five years, 
in reality he is repaying in installments 

Since repayment of the first year’s 
premium depends on the student's paying 
future premiums, the insurance company 
and its lending partner take one further 
precaution. Their promissory note has 
built into it an acceleration clause, a 
typical feature of retail installment 
contracts. If the student fails to pay any 
premium on time, the lender can demand 
immediate payment of the enitre loan 
With the promissory note, he can also 
readily obtain a court judgment ordering 
payment 

As with most retail credit agreements, 
an insurance-policy financing note may 
be impossible to cancel. Life insurance is 
customarily sold for a year at a time 
When a student is persuaded to buy a 
policy and to sign a financing agreement, 
he is committing himself to buy a full 
year’s protection A couple of insurance 
companies told CU they willingly cancel 
policies upon request and charge only the 
used portion of the premium, but one of 
those companies refused to cancel a 
policy bought by one CU reader. In fact, 
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none of the policies or promissory notes 
that we examined had a provision for 
refund of premiums during the first year 

The policies CU examined tended to be 
relatively expensive. Typically, the 
student is sold some form of cash-value 
policy such as whole life or an even 
higher-priced plan, life paid-up at age 65 
Few insurers offer to finance term 
insurance for students, that’s perhaps not 
surprising in view of the fact that the 
premium for a term policy would be only 
one-third or one fourth as much as for a 
cash-value policy. Too, student policies 
are usually embellished with extra-cost 
accidental death benefits (double or triple 
indemnity), a waiver of premium for 
disability, and an option to buy 
additional insurance without a medical 
exam. “The Consumers Union Report on 
Life Insurance” defines various types of 
policies, their optional provisions and 
riders, and discusses their pros and cons 
A completeiy revised and expanded 
edition will be available soon 

DON’T TELL PAPA 

Companies doing a big business in 
college policies often set up special agents 
in college towns. They like to recruit as 
salesmen popular campus figures such as 
fraternity leaders, recently graduated star 
athletes, former coaches and even faculty 
members and administrators. Sometimes 
campus figures are paid by agents for 
bird-dogging lining up prospects and 
introducing them to the agent. In West 
Virginia, bird-dogging apparently became 
so prevalent on campuses that the state 
insurance department now bans it unless 
the bird dog is himself a licensed 
insurance agent 

In his article in Life Insurance Selling, 
Mr. Alexander of Cotton States Life took 
up various objections raised by student 
prospects and explained how he 
overcomes them. An objection often 
heard, as One might expect, is “I want to 
talk it over with my father.” Mr 
Alexander suggests the following riposte 

“Bill, probably the first thing your dad 
bought for you when you were a child 
was a piggy bank, in order to get you in 
the habit of saving money. All you're 
going to do by talking to your father is to 
ask him if you may start a program to 
















make you do what he has been trying to 
get you to do since you were a child 
That’s kind of silly, isn’t it? 

Or if that doesn’t work 

“Bill, this program is designed for you 
in a way that will enable you to to start it 
for yourself. You will be putting your 
money in the program and you will cover 
your wife and family with it. This is why 
the decision should be the one that you 
make. Don’t you agree? 

Mr. Alexander's technique is practiced 
by others, it seems. In another part of the 
country an irate father charged, in a letter 
to his son’s insurer 

‘My son was pressured into signing 
your note. When he wanted to wait to 
show me the policy first, your agent went 
into high gear. He knew perfectly well 
that if | eversaw the policy and the note, 
I'd never let my son take it 

Some agents are reported to have 
stepped beyond the bounds of even Mr 
Alexanders kind of blarney. An insurance 
professor at Michigan State University 
tells of interviewing eight students who 
had been sued by the same insurance 
company. Three or four hadn't realized 
they were buying insurance, they thought 
they were signing a medical form. Others 
thought they were getting the first year’s 
insurance free 

In at least one case, the student being 
sued was a 21-year-old who had co-signed 
as insurance-financing promissory note 
for his roommate, a minor. In Michigan, 
as elsewhere, a promissory note has not 
been binding up to now on persons under 
21. Most student-insurance selling has 
therefore been aimed at college seniors 
and graduate students. But with the 
voting age lowered to 18, the legal age at 
which a signature becomes binding is also 
being lowered in some states. It drops to 
18 in Michigan, for example, in January. 
Inevitably, the sales push will be felt 
more and more by lower-classmen 

So it’s caveat emptor on campus, and 
another lesson in cynicism for today’s 
youth. To quote again from that irate 
father’s letter to his son's insurer 

“College kids these days are idealistic 
and distrustful of the Establishment, 
whatever that is. God knows, | seem to be 
a member of the Establishment myself

McKeon sues environmentalists 


for $80 million

Land speculator George 
McKeon has filed an 
$80,000,090 lawsuit against five 
people active in trying to save 
Stonelake. The suit names Bruce 
Kennedy and Fred Styles of the 
Sierra Club, Bruce Swinehart, an 
instructor at ARC, Linda Best, 
of the Environmental Council of 
Sacramento, and Bruce McNitt, 
a staff writer for the Hornet who 
has been writing articles about 
Stonelake. The suit also charges 
50 “John Does” to be named at 
a later date. The suit states that 
the “John Does” are unknown

at this time. Bruce McNitt stated 


that he thinks it is a_ very 
convenient way to discourage 
citizens from speaking up in 


public if they know that they 
can be added to the list later. He 
also noted that the suit was filed 
just four days before the County 
Planning Commission was to be 
receiving public testimony on 
the Urban Limit Line. The 
Urban Limit Line, if adhered to, 
would prohibit McKeon’s suburb 
at Stonelake 


Early reports had it that 
the charges were “Conspiracy to 
Protect the Environment’. 
Investigation revealed that the 
wording McKeon had used was 
‘* . defendants conspired 
together and maliciously had 
willfully entered into a scheme 
to unlawfully deprive plaintiff 
from using its said Elliott Ranch 
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tor lawful real estate 
development purposes.” Filiott 
Ranch is the name given to the 
land on which Stonelake is 
located, and is the site where 
McKeon wants to build a 50,000 
person suburb and a sports 
arena. Stonelake is currently an 
area of great importance to 
migrating waterfowl]. In a typical 
winter. as many as 100,000 
Migrating ducks, geese. and 
other waterfowl use the lake as a 
migration stopover point 

The general response by 
the defendants is that they think 
it is a clear attempt to try to 
intimidate people. There has also 
been a substantial response by a 
number of people who have 
been involved in the efforts to 
prevent destruction at 
Stonelake, but were not named. 
Many of them have reported 


feeling hurt and left out 
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There was no immediate 
indication as to whether or not 
McKeon planned to sue himself, 
as well. One of the defendants 
conjectured that if McKeon « 
filing a suit against people for 
exercising their Constitutional 
right to freedom of speech, that 
he might be planning to file a 
suit against himself, and some of 








his employees, as weil, for 
expressing their belief that the 
tentative location of a possible 


wildlife refuge was really a very 


good place for a massive suburb 
a sports arena, and a large 
shopping — center
